Greeks Dedare 
Konitsa Battle 
Virtually Over 


A T H E N S , Dec. 31 Í/P)—Tlie violent 
attempt by Greek Communists to 
seize Konitsa as a capital for their 
new'ly-pdoclaimed "free state” has 
been beaten back by fiercely-fight­ 
ing Greek frootiK, Uie M inistry of 
W ar announcetl t<HÍ¡iy. Twt» cíiluinn.s 
of relief troops moved toward the 
embattled garrison before dim inish­ 


ing resistance. 
One 
column, 
t h e 
communique 
said, is only a mile and a halt Iroin 
Konitsa and is in coinmunlcution 
with the garrison. 
The communique said the second 
column, constituting the bulk of the 
relieving forces totaling .some 4,000. 
had captured the Bourozaiii bridge 
11 miles west of Konitsa. However, 
other authoritative reports said the 
bridge had been blown up by re­ 
treating rebels but had been re­ 
paired and that government forces 
were 
moving 
across 
it 
into 
the 
plain north of Konitsa. 
Fighting in this area was de­ 
scribed as heavy. 
The communique said the "con­ 
dition of the guerrillas after their 
defense at Kalpaki is lamentable.” 
It apparently referred to the fero­ 
cious fighting which had occurred 
along both sides of the Kalpaki- 
Kontisa road preseding capture of 
the Bourozani bridge. 
M ilitary authoritiqs expres.sed the 
opinion that although fighting is 
still proceeding in front of Konitsa, 
the battle for the town Js virtually 
over. The garrison of approximately 
1,060 ha.s 
been holding 
on since 
Christmas 
Day 
against 
approxi­ 
mately 10,000 irregulars. 
Unofficial reports said the guer­ 
rillas now are retreating northeast 
to Voion. Smolikas and the G ram ­ 
mes mountains. 
They have held 
their stronghold in these mountains 
for many months. 
The imi>ending relief of.K onitsa’s 
garrison caused jubilation in the 
Greek capital. 
Im plications of the 
sound defeat given the 
guerrillas 
was view'ed as far-reaching. 
M ilitary 
circles 
expressed 
keen 
satisfaction with the rapidity of the 
guerrillas’ defeat and the courage 
of the Greek soldiers, which they 
said was "reminiscent of the glori­ 
ous days of 1940” w'hen the Greeks 
hurled back Mussolini’s numerically 
superior forces.

The communique said the “con­ 
dition of the guerrillas after their 
defense at Kalpaki is lamentable.’’ 
It apparently referred to the fero­ 
cious fighting which had occurred 
along both sides of the Kalpaki- 
Kontisa road preseding capture of 
the Bourozani bridge.

Since VE-rXiy , no po litical crisis In Euro pe has so 
clearly threatened a rev iv al o f majo r warfare as the 
Co mmunist pro clamatio n o f a rebel go v ernment .so me­ 
where In no rthern Greece. 
That danger affects the United States. Under the 
Truman Do ctrine, designed to halt the we.siw’ard ex ­ 
pansio n o f the So v iet Uno n, we hav e pledged o ur aid 
to the independent go v ernment o f Greece. 
But the 
threat to peace in Euro pe also affects the neighbo rs, 
Yugo slav ia, Albania and Bulgaria, o f aggressio n In 
their aid to Greek guerrillius. While the United State.s 
alo ne has specifically pledged aid to Greece, the o ther 
we':tem power.'^ canno t escap)e the respo nsibility which 
they assumed in co ndemning the Sr>v iet satteliie.s and 
in v o ting to send the UN fro ntier “ watchdo g” co mmis­ 
sio n to Greece. 
The Paris Co mmunist pre.ss no w Info rms the 
wo rld that the new' “ independent, demo cratic go v ern­ 
ment o f Greece” will so o n be reco gnized by Rus.sia 
and the So v iet .satellite.s, and that this will permit 
o pen aid to the Greek 
go rrlllas. 
Already sev eral 
tho usand 
well-equipped 
guerrillas 
hav e * Inv aded 
Greece fro m Albania near Ko nista, perhaps to set up 
& capital there. 
The pro blem depo sited o n the do o rstep o f o ur 
S*ate Department and the UN Is admittedly grav e. 
But it is no o cca.sio n fo r hy .sterical actio n. Thus far, 
there are no .signs o f the general uprising thro ugho ut 
Greece which the Co mmunist leader, Gen. Marcas 
V:fiade.s, has a.sked fo r. 
By far the greater part o f 
the co untry has remained lo y al to the Athens go v ­ 
ernment and is guarded by the regular Greek army . 
It sho uld be remembered that the Greek guerrillas 
number o nly abo ut 20,000.

Man’s selfish habits do not seem to diminish 
as the numerals denoting the world’s age Increase. 
Man has always known he brought nothing into 
the world and can take nothing out of It, but that 
knowledge does not lessen his desire for selfish con­ 
quests. 
In civilization’s wild haste the selfish pace 
leaves little time for resolutions on the day starting a 
now calendar year. 
What a New Year this would be if by some magic 
power the people of the world could have the morbid 
d*:re to search for and listen to the worst of man 
transformed into an equal desire to hear and repeat 
the be*ter side of life! Why does bad news travel 
fa>t*r than good news? 
An employee delights to hear his employer villl- 
fled. when he should, if such are his feelings, give 
up his lob and seek an employer he considers worthy 
of his praise. 
The love of scandal, the desire for 
slander and the delight in the misery of others are 
a cancerous growth even in as literate a nation as 
this. 
Divorce sets tongues never heard to delight over 
happy marriage waggling, as they take an unholy glee 
in seeing two souls wrecked to be followed by public 
discussion. 
A boy gone wrong evokes more comment 
than the boy who wins a scholarship. 
The auto­ 
mobile accident becomes a better story lf alcoholic 
drink gives it a scandalous hue. 
The desire to hear 
the worst deafens the ears in time to all thai Is good. 
Why expect world peace until men can be at peace 
w!*h ore another? Brain power has yet to dominate 
animal power. 
The desire for conquest Is no less 
strong today than when warfare was the chief In­ 
dustry. 
Only the implements employed are different. 
It is perhaps futile to ask people to lay down the 
yardstick of dollars and cents and measure a man by 
his character—but if such a suggestion were followed 
it would constitute a great resolution for this New 
Year’s Day in the year one thousand, nine hundred 
and forty-eight.

Greek Situation Could 
Explode Into All-Out War 
Since VE-Day, no political crisis in Europe has so 
clearly threatened a revival of major warfare as the 
C mmunist proclamation of a rebel government some­ 
where In northern Greece. 
That danger affects the United States. Under the 
Truman Doctrine, designed to halt the westward ex­ 
pansion of the Soviet Unon, we have pledged our aid 
to the Independent government of Greece. 
But the 
threat to peace in Europe also affects the neighbors. 
Yugoslavia, Albania and Bulgaria, of aggression in 
their ald to Greek guerrillas. While the United States 
alone has specifically pledged aid to Greece, the other 
western powers cannot escape the responsibility which 
they assumed in condemning the Soviet sat tell tes and 
in voting to send the UN frontier “watchdog” commis­ 
sion to Greece. 
The Paris Communist press now Informs the 
world that the new “independent, democratic govern­ 
ment of Greece” will soon be recognized by Russia 
and the Soviet satellites, and that this will permit 
open ald to the Greek gorrillas. 
Already several 
thousand 
well-equipped 
guerrillas 
have 
Invaded 
Greece from Albania near Konista, perhaps to set up 
a capital there. 
The problem deposited on the doorstep of our 
S'ate Department and the UN Is admittedly grave. 
But It Is no occasion for hysterical action. Thus far, 
there are no signs of the general uprising throughout 
Greece which the Communist leader, Gen. Marcos 
Vivaries, has asked for. 
By far the greater part of 
the country has remained loyal to the Athens gov­ 
ernment and Is guarded by the regular Greek army. 
It should be remembered that the Greek guerrillas 
number only about 20,000. 
The regular army Is at 
least IO times as big. The strength of the guerrillas 
lies in their skill at using remote mountain passes in 
a game of hide and seek with the regular troops. 
They have not yet announced a capital for the new 
regime. If 
did so the Greek Army would descend 
upon It in short order. 
Even the movement toward 
K nsita may give the loyal Greeks an opportunity they 
have long sought for a large-scale pitched battle. 
Of course, there Is a very real danger that the 
Russian satellites will send their own troops into 
Greece. That would mean war, a wa** in 
L’":**kd States would be allied to Greece, a war which 
would critically challenge the new peace 
.. 0 , 1. 
Ar6 it would mean a war whose limits could not be 
defined by the boundaries of Greece, or those of her 
northern neighbors. 
Most observers on the ground 
doubt that Russia, still licking her wounds after the 
la * world catastrophe, is now willing to take such a 
risk 
The next few weeks, or even days, may reveal just 
how far the Kremlin intends to go in its effort to cap­ 
ture the last independent nation in the Balkans. 


A Safety Solution 
As another year begins, the nation is no nearer a 
a c tio n to the terrible toll of death taken by traffic. 
There is no particular reason to believe that the situ­ 
ation In 1948 will be better than It has been. Certain­ 
ly men will struggle to find a .solution, but their ef­ 
forts seem foredoomed to failure. 
The toll of death on the highways cannot be 
fam ed on the automobile. Manufacturers make lit­ 
tle effort now to put more speed in cars. They know 
tk'V are fa>t enough for the hlt'hw'’"* * 
' spend 
their time improving performance and comfort. 
Solution probably lies in education of the future 
driver. 
Safety on highways should be a topic for 
tfie child when he enters school and he should be 
taught safety all the way through. 
He should be 
taught the true meaning of horsepower and the mathe­ 
matics pertaining to speed and to force. He should be 
taught that good driving is as much to be sought as 
rood grades in English.

down, followed by an interval of re­ 
organization.

physicians were still in Hie process 
of rebuilding 
their 
practices or 
starting in a different location. Tile 
larger institutions where most 
of 
the research Is done we're also af­ 
fected. 
Among younger men of 
promise, some replaced their old‘*r 
predecessors others went to differ­ 
ent centers to set up departments. 
Organization takes time and in 
this respect, 1917 was not wasted. 
We should reap the fruits of such 
labor in the decades to come. 
It 
has often been said that in lean 
years our large corporations sperd 
more money on research. 
They 
realize that the best cure for de­ 
pressions is the competition of new 
products and better things for all. 
But the same situation applies to 
the physician. He has been fight­ 
ing disease since the beginning of 
time and as each malady is con­ 
quered, another looms into promi­ 
nence. 
Heart disease and cancer 
are in the limelight today. 
The 
disorders are not new but became 
prominent 
only 
after 
infectious 
diseases were controlled. 
In 
the 
past, 
scarlet 
fever, 
pneumonia, 
typhoid, and diphtheria were 
on 
the rampage. 
As a result, a large 
percentage of the younger gen­ 
eration succumbed before reaching 
the age when 
malignancies 
and 
hardening of the arteries are com­ 
mon. 
With a longer life span it 
it only natural that degeneration 
ailments are encountered. 
Progress must come through re­ 
search. 
Many individuals contrib­ 
ute funds and the government also 
has helped. 
Frequently the plans 
call for magnificent buildings that 
can be nothing but empty shells 
unless they are run properly. 
In cancer, for example, such cen­ 
ters will be able to care for vic­ 
tims and in this respect serve a 
much needed purpose 
But unless 
the staff has the knowledge and 
time to devote to research, a pre­ 
ventive of the scourge will not be 
found. 
Trained workers are not 
too numerous and money used aion® 
this line should be placed where it 
will do the most good.

NAPICES, Dec. 31—(by wireless) - 
In France, a hit of people on New 
Years Day don’t say ‘‘Happy New 
Year” any more. The$ say: “Here's 
hoping you don’t have any worse 
year than last year.” In oilier words, 
they don’t expect things to get any 
better. They have lust hope. 


Today, as we begin th e year 
1948 th e big problem is to pre­ 
v en t th a t year from becom ing 
a n o tbrr 
1939. B a r Is easy to 
start w hen m en lose hope. W hen 
th ey have nothing to lose they 
tak e desperate gam bles. O ne big 
gam ble now facing th e world, 
therefore, is to restore m e n s 
ho|»e. 
A nother is to persuade 
people th at they m ust work ju st 
as hard to win the peace as they 
did to w in victory In war. 
W ien 
war 
strikes. 
Congress 
throws economy to tile w inds Money 
is voted in a hand-over-ftat manner. 
People work long hours, pay heavy 
taxes, put up with all kinds of 
sacrifices. Then, when tile war is 
won. Congress immediately begins 
whittling down all important inst, rn- 
ments for winning tile peace. The 
State Department, just as important 
to peace as the Army and Navy are 
to war, gets its budget pruned in­ 
stead of increased. Even the few 
paltry' dollars spent to tell European 
newspapers about the United States 
are pared away by nickel-nursing 
Congressmen 
and 
then, 
having 
chopped away all our instruments 
for keeping the peace we pretend to 
be surprised when, a few years later, 
to find ourselves at war. 
They have been trying to make us 
forget now about tile votes cast 
against building defenses for Guam 
and have been trying to make their 
constituents back home forget the 
fact that now they have been sabo­ 
taging our defenses for peace—de­ 
fenses which are Just as important, 
perhaps more so than Guam. 


And if 1948 or th e years im ­ 
m ediately follow ing should bring 
war, th en th e debates on th e 
S ta te D epartm ent's budget and 
on interim aid for Europe and 
on th e M arshall P lan w ill be 
adjudged 
ju st

Tile letters I have 
received from readers, the talks I 
have had in different parts of the 
country and, especially, the reaction 
to the Friendship Train all indicate 
this to be the fact.

Even the Communist;,, who 
have been waging Hie most vit­ 
riolic uiiU-Aiuerlcau campaign suit e 
the days ot Hitler, have been forc­ 
ed to treat the Friendship Train 
with cordiality. 
Politically, they 
couldn’t afford to do so otherwise. The 
Communists have been telling Hie 
European people that all Ameri­ 
cans are bandits and Imperialists; 
following which, a gesture conies 
from school kids and the labor un­ 
ions mid

Called Bright During 1948

The conditions which today are 
most potent In what we think of as 
the state of tile world, have little 
or no relation to the calendar or 
Hie seasons. Yet it will be natural 
for persons to make up balance- 
sheets, comparing the status of 
these conditions this New Year’s 
Day with that of a year ago. Tile 
resulting figures are likely to be set 
down by many in red ink. 
Tile principal condition Is tile 
division of the world into two. with 
the Russian government spearhead­ 
ing an attempt to bring about uni­ 
versal Comm uni rn, and the United 
States spearheading the resistance. 
Developments in this conflict since 
a y ear ago w ill be described as mak­ 
ing it worse, and that word Is not 
easily challenged. In the last week 
of the year tile conflict entered into 
an advanced stage, through the set­ 
ting up of a Communist provisional 
government in Greece, in circum­ 
stances which challenge our under­ 
taking to help that country preserve 
its independence. 
But the most important develop­ 
ment during 1947 was that the con­ 
flict became clear, it was brought 
into the open.

It was 
designed to further her attempt to 
make peoples in distress accept 
Communism, or to impose Com­ 
munism on them. It had the fur­ 
ther purpose of putting on us a 
burden of relief which, the Russians 
hoped, would bleed white the prin­ 
cipal seat of economic freedom and 
political democracy in the world. 
Economic collapse of the United 
States through drain on us for re­ 
lief or otherwise, would be probable 
victory for the attempt at world* 
Com m unism 
Our economic strength ta our 
principal weapon. Wise use off it to 
bring about economic health rn 
countries threatened by Commun­ 
ism is our principal strategy. Dur­ 
ing late 1947 we had two successes. 
In France and Italy, the peoples 
and the governments resisted des­ 
perate drives toward Communism. 
This was accompli*lied. it Is fair to 
suppose, largely because economic 
help from us relieved the distress 
which the Communist leaders cap­ 
italized and ujvon which they based 
their hopes. Plans for further eco­ 
nomic help from us. under the Mar­ 
shall plan, are intended to stre n g th ­ 
en Hie wills and tilt* rapacity to 
resist on tile part of 18 European 
countries. 
Consideration of our economic 
strength, the necessity for careful 
conservation of it at home, and al­ 
locating as much as we safely can 
abroad, brings up the second of the 
two main conditions that affect 
t h e state of tile Borid. We are under 
acute threat of inflation to a dis­ 
astrous degree. This, lf it should 
come, would destroy us domestically

As usual in politics, someone 
blundered and in the end what 
should never have been a mystery 
became a subject of wide curiosity, 
with implications bhat something 
wrong had occurred. 
When Mr. Truman denounced

May Appeal Decision 
While none of the clubs admitted 
that they intended to appeal the 
recent decision of the commission 
ordering the supervision of assess­ 
ments to return their properties to 
the tax books, the common opinion 
was that they were pfeparing to 
take advantage of a reversal of the 
decision lf one should come. 
Yesterday was the last day that 
the deed.1, could be filed and still 
permit the organizations to take 
od vantage of any reversal of the 
decision by the Court of Appeals 
ghould the case be protested. 
Sixteen organizations in Allegany 
County were given tax exemptions 
by the Board of Allegany County 
Commissioners, and then protested 
by Somerville Nicholson, supervi­ 
sor of assessments. A commission 
bearing followed in which the com­ 
mission declared none of the or­ 
ganizations were benevolent or char­ 
itable in a sense to exempt them 
from state and county taxation. 
Attorneys explained yesterday that 
by transferring the deeds of the 
properties back to trustees of the 
organizations they would be In a 
position to appeal to the Court of 
Appeals should a reverse decision be 
given in favor of ether associations.

Parsons Man, 82, 
Burned To Death; 
Fire Guts Home 


Body Is Found 
On Kilchen Floor

PARSONS. W. Va., — An 82-year- 
old Parsons man, reading the Bibb 
when his 72-year-old wife left hip 
to visit a neighbor, was burned t< 
death at 12:30 p. rn. yesterday a; 
fire of undetermined origin gutter 
I their six-room frame home here. 
The body of John Frank Luflin 
described as “burned to a crisp.’ 
was found on the kitchen floor near 
a back door, and members of the 
family and Fire Chief Dari Stal- 
naker surml^d he was overcome 
by smoke before he could escape 
from the house or put out the 
flames. 
Mrs. Luflin left the house at 
noon and told authorities her hus 
band was sitting in the dining room 
reading the Bible when she de­ 
parted. 
Half an hour later, a neighbor, 
Glen Digman, discovered flames 
“bursting” from the windows of the 
Luflin home and notified the fire 
department. 
Flames from the Luflin home 
damaged Digman’s house to the 
extent of $1,000. The home of Ted 
Cox. on the other side of Luflin’s, 
was damaged to the extent of $100 
Mrs. Luflin said there was very 
little fire in the coal stove in the 
dining room where her husband was 
sitting when she left the house. 
Examination of the house after 
the fire disclosed w’ater running 
from 'h faucet in the kitchen, and 
members of the family along with 
the fire chief said it was possible 
Luflin was attempting to get water 
to put out the fire when he was 
overcome. 
Damage to the Luflin home, lo­ 
cated on Quality Hill, was estimated 
at $3,000, partly covered by insur­ 
ance. Just 18 months ago the home 
was remodeled on the inside with 
hardwood woodwork at a cost of 
more than $1,000. 
This New Year's Eve tragedy was 
the first fatality by burning in Par­ 
sons since 1934 when three Gardi- 
niere children and their father were 
burned to death. 
A native of New York State, Mr. 
Luflin was bom August 29. 1865, but 
had lived in Parsons since 1907. He 
was retired 
A son of Michael and Margaret 
Luflin, he is survived by his widow. 
Mrs. Alice Harsh Luflin, four sons, 
Marvin, Hambleton; Harry. Parsons, 
and Oma and Roby, addresses un­ 
known. and three daughters, Mrs. 
Dove Pine. Ben bush, W. Va.; Mrs.

Dr. KerUh. who has been chair­ 
man of the local PCA chapter oince 
its organization last September, said 
the group as a whole has not made 
any statement of policy regarding 
support of Wallace. 
“I expect to give 
my support to 
a middle-of-the-road policy rn build­ 
ing up the Socialist party,” he de­ 
clared. 
Dr. Kerlin. who was the Socialist 
delegate from West Virginia to the 
Cleveland national convention in 
1936. said he Is in “full accord with 
the general original purposes of 
PCA,” but he added that those 
purposes did not include any specific 
political activity. 
He explained that PCA owes no al­ 
legiance to any of the existing poli­ 
tical parties, and that one of its 
aims is to elect progressive men and 
women to local, state and national 
office.
